enthusiasm and the earnest spirit that 
pervades the m eeting s is not dependent 
on numbers. 
A t 2:J0 o’clock on Mon 
day 
afternoon

called to order by Mrs. L. M. Beck of 
Blooming ton, Indiana, the manag er, 
and opened by the sing ing of J ulia 
Ward 
H ow e’s inspiring song, “ The 
Battle Hymn of the R epublic.” 
An invocation was then offered 
bv 
Rev. J ohn Sag e, rector of St. L uke’s 
’hureh, followed hy the sing ing of Eliz- 
abeth Boynton H a rb erts song, ‘ New 
A m erica,” 
Mrs. Beck then briefly stated the ob 
jeet of the convention. 
T he call 
w as 
made in accordance w-ith the object of 
the National Equal Suffrag e Associa­ 
tion: and she stated that contrary to 
her previous impressions she found a 
g reat deal of equal suffrag e sentiment 
in this state, and it is for the purpose 
of crystallizing this floating sentim ent 
that the work by conventions in 
the 
slate is org anized. 
Incidentally she 
stated that she was in favor of equal 
suffrage because it would lessen the 
work of overworked women. 
The mor­ 
al 
phase of the subject in connection I 
with t he tem perance 
question 
was j 
touched on with a good deal of earnest­ 
ness, 
The indifference of the women 
was deplored and the reasons of t he 
speaker Tor being actively identified j 
with the cause were clearly and sue-' 
cinctly stated.

Suffrag e.” 


The first paper read was by Mrs. 
Carrie Ashley ( larke on the question

was well prepared and well read, and 
one point made was that a larg e class 
of married men are practically disfran­ 
chised: as for instance, 
commercial 
drummers and actors, and in their ab­ 
sence their family should be

law. 


After the usual sing ing and praver 
Rev. IdaC . Hultin of Moline wa» in 
troduced by Mrs. Bock, the m anag er 
and for about an hour addressed her 
select audience on the g eneral topic of 
equal suffrage. 
Miss Hultin is a 
wo­ 
man of impressive presence, and earn­ 
estly persuasive in the presentation of 
her convictions. 
Sh e has been in the 
ministry for eig hteen years: for the 
last six years » he has been th e Idolized 
pastor of the Moline Lnitarian church. 
She is a women slig htly above the av- 
erag e in slutm u, of g raceful dig nity, 
and her hair quite thickly sprinkled 
with g ray. 
Sh e is evidently at the 
acm e of her physical and mental pow­ 
ers and Impresses one as possessed of 
just the kind of streng th oue would 
choose in an earnest, 
faithful friend 
With a mind quite evenly balanced be­ 
tween the conservative and radical e x­ 
tremes of thoug ht, there are times 
when her features in their form and 
expression remind one of th e face of 
Henry V\ ard Beecher in his prime, r e ­ 
cast in a feminine mould. 
In the com m encem ent of her address 
the speaker expressed no faith in the 
‘new woman;” in fact sh e did not be- 
ieve there was a new woman.

Your future star begins 
criticising the performance as soon as 
the curtain is lifted for the first act. 
In 
ev ery mov ement of the star, in ev ery 
word spoken by the star, he sees how 
much better he could hav e done the 
part if he had had the chance. 
As it is 
not half satisfying to hav e half of the 
house whispering when one is in the 
midst of his loftiest flight in the third 
act, the star s first actors* matinee is 
usually his last. 
“ There are three reasons for giv ing a 
professional m atinee,” said an old man­ 
ager. 
” First, for the self gratification 
of the actor, who wants his colleagues 
to know what tine work he is doing; 
second, out of courtesy to the profession, 
and third, to get a little adv ertising. 
The second is the most common. 
The 
manager of ev ery production which has 
a long run gets many requests from act­ 
ors who say they want v ery much to sec 
it, but can’t, because they’re engaged. 
“ Tli« * first thing a manager does when 
he determines upon a professional m ati­ 
nee is to ask the different managers of 
attractions playing in town how many 
seats they can use. 
Usually ev ery per­ 
son in ev ery company wants two or 
three seats. Their extra seats are goner- 
ally occupied by some stanch admirer 
of theirs who w ill believ e that ev ery 
criticism they utter upon the perform­ 
ance is true. 
This person is called ‘the 
sympathetic ear. ’ 
“ Ticket sellers complain about fin­ 
icky p<*ople, who always insist upon 
such and such a scat. 
But an actor, 
when the seats an* giv en to him, will 
come and raise a terrible hullabaloo un­ 
less they are in a certain, exact .« pot in 
the lions« *. 
I ’v e ev en known a manager 
to semi back a dozen seats because he 
couldn’t get them siv instead of twelv e 
rows hack. 
There’s a line of would lo 
actors waiting outside your door all <k y 
long, who want anywhere from one to 
twenty seats apiece, and you don’t get 
a moment \s peace u it i 11 lie thing'.« ov er. 
You doll t get much peace ev en then. ” 
After all of their trouble to get seats 
to please them, many of the actors who 
hav e engaged seats do not com« *. 
If 
they an* merely enemies of tin* actor 
who giv es th« * matinee they present the 
tickets to a boarding house keeper; 
if 
they hold an actual grudge, they giv e 
them to a bootblack. 
Uonsequeiitlv the 
well dressed leading man doesn’t always 
find the persons at his elbows exactly 
the sort of company he would choose. 
Tho most important figure at tin* pro­ 
fessional matinee is by all odds th« * m id­ 
dle aged lady who is a relativ e of a 
soubrotte. The more distant tin* relation 
the more important she is. 
If she is an 
eighth cousin she expects the great doors 
to swing open when she is within a 
block of the theater, and eight ushers 
com« * out to meet her. 
» Sim is fat and 
comfortable looking, and 
she always 
has a temper. 
The old time actor, who has bain 
stormed it in the legitimate as long as 
he could, comes to sec how low the 
stage has fallen. Maybe one of these fat 
and comfortable boarding house keepers 
is his sympathetic ear. He tells h« *r that 
things were far different when he and 
Booth were starring it; these young 
actors don’t know much, and the stage 
has gone to the bowwows. 
Between the acts the corridors swarm. 
Acquaintances meet, and then they be­ 
gin to talk in this w ay: 
“ How' did it happen? ” 
“ Don t ask me, dear boy. 
Bullhead 
lu ck !” 
“ And. do you know, he really thinks 
he can act. ” 
“ Yt*s. 
I suppose that he thought he 
was going to astonish the nativ es. Gad ! 
Did you notice that entrance? ” 
“ Horrible. 
Conception is all wrong 
N ow , if I ” — 
“ And if I ” — 
But they break right flier« — (*;u*h be­ 
ing immediately conv inced 
that

otlu*r does not know anything about it. 
But there are exceptions.

The reporter hud on his right side tho 
soubrette and the v illain, and on his 
left a v ery nice old lady with white 
curls, who had come with her son. 
The 
young man was v ery critical. He picked

The old lady was 
an actress herself— a v ery go« si actress, 
apparently.

P u r e e s of G utta JVr« ha. 
Gnfta percha, like indiarub 1st, is ob­ 
tained from th# juices of certain trees 
and climbers. The Ik st is produced by a 
tree, the Isonaudra gutta, of the order 
Sapotactiie, which 
formerly abounded 
at Singapore and in all Malaysia, but 
which 
l o w tends to disappear under 
the rav ages committed by 
gatherers. 
Gutta, in Malay, signifies gum or lime; 
percha signifies scrap. 
Incisions are 
made in the bark, as on rubber trees, 
and the li« ju« jr flows* of perfect w hite­ 
ness, darkening at contact of air. Coag­ 
ulation takes place spontaneously in a 
short time. 
Like rubber, the liquid 
forms a film on top. 
This cream is re­ 
mov ed, kneaded into a large lump and 
plumped into boiling water. Under the 
action of a high temperature it softens 
and forms the cake usually found in 
commerce. Other trees in Malaysia arid 
farther India, in Cambodia and Cochin 
China, produce good gutta. 
In Hindustan different grades are 
mixed by the nativ es. 
Chinese mer­ 
chants, in their depots, mix and manip­ 
ulate to giv e a good superficial appear­ 
ance to the product, as the price is con­ 
stantly adv ancing. As the gatherers al­ 
so do not scruple to add v egetable de­ 
bris, earth or sand, it has become diffi­ 
cult to secure a pure article. An inferi­ 
or « jualitv is obtained from trees and 
climbers in 
Africa 
and Madagascar, 
and, 
with the dev elopment 
of those 
counrties, 
more 
may h<* exported, 
Clarke 
Dooley

stone caves in parts of Natal, and in 
them there may l>e a phosphorescent 
fauna not yet studied or even seen by 
civilized men. Another peculiar inhab­ 
itant of the same reg ion—still on native 
authority— is the “ intokoloch. ” It is a 
species of dwarf or manikin, akin in its 
attributes to the yahoo of Dean Swift, 
is amphibious like the lamp snake and
